Aving newly entred Cyrentefter, Tthought-good' 
He impart ſome paſſages of our ſiege and enter- 

tainment there, but time will-not permit a full 
Relation ;. wherefore There give you onely a-briefe, 
which-is as followeth-: viz. ſhine and wounded of the 
Kings Forces ſeven andthirty:{lain and wounded of the 
Rebels foure hundred- ninety- ſeven, Taken Colonell 
Fetiplace, Governonr of the Towne , Lieutenant Colo. 
nell Carre, Sergeant Major Aſhton, and one George'a 
Parliament man: fix&pecces of Canon, and all their 
Gunners,twothouſand Armes,one thouſand Priſoners, 
and the Towne Plundered, which their owne baſe be- 
baviour was the cauſe of, forafter we entred the Town 
they ſhot our of their windowes at us, and killed 
one of our men: what favour ſuch deſperate Rebels 
deſerve, let all the world judge.
